coliseum for Potomac State Col- 
lege.

Officials at Potomac State Col- 
lege are still awaiting word on 
their request for a grant in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 made 
under Title ID of the Higher 
Education Act of the Department 
of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare. 

The bill requests federal funds 
to help carry out four campus 
programs in cooperation with 
three other area institutions with 
each one exercising the lead 
in one of these areas: student 
service, Allegany Community 
College of Cumberland; institu- 
tional research , Hagerstown 
Community College; learning re- 
sources and mediated instruc- 
tion, Potomac State College; 
ecology and environmental stud- 
ies, Frostburg State College. 

The student service program 
would have provisions for the hir- 
ing of a program director for the 
Student Union-a person who would 
supervise extra-curricular ac- 
tivities with a similar degree of 
professional leadership as that 
in the classrooms. A person 
would also be employed for a 
part-time position in institution- 
al resear ch-to do a better job 
of providing backup information 


and for administration of pro- 
grams in long range and short 
term planning. This individual 
would provide backup capability 
in mediated instruction so that the 
faculty would have various re- 
sources, such as audio-visual 
aids, at its fingertips. Assuming 
the lead in studying Potomac 
State’s part in the development 
of comprehensive and/or joint 
curriculum in the field of en- 
vironmental studies is the col- 
lege’s Dean James T. Handlan. 

Potomac State had a similar 
grant three years ago which en- 
abled the establishment of the 
Counseling Center.

Campus Magazine To Appear Soon 
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Death Claims 
Former Dean 
Frank Mauzy 

Frank Mauzy, 79, former aca- 
demic dean and professor of 
history and political science at 
Potomac State College, died Jan- 
uary 12 at Northern Virginia 
Doctor’s Hospital in Arlington 
where he had been a patient for 
a month. 

A native of Riverton, W. Va., 
he was the son of the late Mi- 
chael and Rebecca (Farris) 
Mauzy. 

After completing studies at 
Fairmont in 1914 he attended 
Bridgewater (Va.) College for a 
year and then entered West Vir- 
ginia University where he re- 
ceived an AB in 1918. 

He later served in the U. S. 
Army for a year, did two years 
of teaching at Weston and pur- 
sued graduate studies at 
Columbia University where he 
was granted an MA in June 1922. 

Succeeding David A. Chris- 
topher as Academic Dean of Po- 
tomac State, he served in that 
post from the fall of 1922 until 
late in 1936 under the late Joseph 
W. Stayman who was then presi- 
dent of the college. Upon leaving 
Potomac State he was succeed- 
ed by the late K. S. McKee. 

In 1942 he began a 20-year 
period of service with the U. S. 
Government in Washington, 
where from 1942-44 he was with 
the Division of Personnel, U.S. 
Navy Department; from 1942-44 
with the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks; and 1946 until his re- 
tirement in 1962 with the Office 
of Industrial Relations. 

Mr. Mauzy served 1936-42 with 
the West Virginia Employment 
Service, the first four years as 
manager of the Keyser District 
Office and then in the state of- 
fice in Charleston. 

Services were conducted in 
Arlington prior to burial in 
Franklin, W. Va. 

Mr. Mauzy is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Margery (Nelson) 
Mauzy, and a daughter, Miss Re- 
becca Mauzy, at home (308 South 
Court House Road, Arlington, 
Va. 22204); a son; Michael P. 
Mauzy, of St. Louis, Mo.; a half- 
brother, a half-sister; and three 
grandchildren.

Potomac State 
May Join New 
College System 

“Mum” seems to be the word 
as college officials and other 
interested parties anxiously 
await the news on Potomac State 
possibly becoming part of a new 
state-wide system of junior (two 
year) and community colleges.
